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ABSTRACT 

The course is designed for students, grades 10 to 12, 
with vocational aspirations in the field of interior design or in 
related fields. An individualized approach is used, and behavioral 
objectives are specified. The course outline cites independent study 
guidelines, career projects, design projects, decorating projects, 
construction and do-it-yourself projects, research and problea 
solving projects, and evaluation as the aain areas of concern. Th2 
body of the document is divided into three vertical coluans 
presenting suggested content ideas, learning opportunities, and 
resources. A four-page bibliography and examples of evaluation and 
project forms are included. (AG) 
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COURSE ASCRIPTION 



This course is desifined for the student with vocational aspirations in the 
field of interior deaien or in related fields. It elves the student an 
opportunity to appl^ previous learnings in this area and the related arts 
when designing special interest projects* This course nay he offered as a 
regular class, to one or aore students within another class, or to a student 
or students on an independent st ady basis aeetinc with the teacher during 
her conference period* 

EMHOUNSMT OUIIEIJiCBS 

It is reooaraended that this course be oade available on a selective basis to 
students in grades 10«12 who possess qualities necessary for successful 
independent study and who have net the objectives of at least one quinnester 
course in interior design or architectural dx^ftlng. Previous art training 
will also prove helpful. 

R^TIONA^LS 

This individualised approach to the study of interior design and housing 
provides the student with opportunities to use his own judgment, to learn at 
a rate b^st 8;iited to hia and to be responsible for soaie of his own educa- 

decisions. This is not an introductory course. The student will rely 
on previou£s learnings and personal interest to select, with teacher guidance, 
learning experiences which will aid hin in the deoision^naaking and Pkill 
development needed for his future hooenaking and career endeavors. The 
student's independent studies will extend his olassroon into the entire 
school and coonunity. He will become his own teacher in oaoy respects and 
will benefit fron association with persons eaployed in this and related 
fields. 

FORSWORD 

This course of study has been developed by teachers as part of an effort to 
sake Home and Paaily Sducation acre meaningfuT and interesting to students. 
It is not intended to be a prescription for teaching, but mther an aid to 
the t ^"l^er in oeeting the objectives. The w«>alth of astivities and reeouroes 
are intei^ed to be exaaples froM which the teacher can select those that best 
meet the needs of the students. To facilitate continuity it is reooomended 
that the teacher be selective in choosing activities, but maintain all 
objectives within the course* Where content ideas are given, they are 
intended to be general notes and suggestions froa the wrlter{s) to the 
teacher to further explain objectives and activities. This first edition is 
a Working Copy and it is hoped that the teacher will note siaggested changes 
and additions while usizig it in order to aid in future revision. This course 
of study was developed under the direction and leadership of Mrs. Martha Lee 
La Croix, Supervisor, Mrs. Betty Morrow and Mrs. Margaret He in, Teacher- 
Coordinators, Hooe and Family Sduoation.

6. Research a specific problem related to interior design or housing and 
present his findings orally and in wviting.
